The front claws MB 
fine and delicate, and carry little brashes 
on their tips. 


THB largest steam hammer in the 


United States IB in the Black Diamond 
steel works in Pittsburgh, Pa. The 
hammer weighs seventeen tons, while 
the anvil-block under it weighs 160 tons. 
With a full head of steam it will strike a 
blow of ninety tons. 


THE hum an body is se\ en-eighths wa- 


ter. Allthetissnesowetherrsoftnegstoit, 
and even the bones have a share of this 
fluid. No organ ol the body ooold per- 
form its duty, noi could life be sustained 
without it. Alcohol burns up the water, 
diseases and destroys the body. 


THE haid, black German slate pencil 


has been eusperseded of late years by 
the round, white pencil of clay slato 
At the quarry near Cftstleton, Vt , about 
thirty-hve workmen produce 50,000 pen- 
cils daily, and it is proposed to increase 
the daily output to 100,000. 
The blocks 


when quarried aio sawed into pieces 
seven by twelve inches, split to a thick- 
ness of a half-inch and smoothed by a 
planer 
The block is passed under a 


semi circulai knife, and, after having 
been turned over, thepiooess is repeated. 
The result is hfty seven-inch pencils A 
particle of quartz in the block would 
break all the pencils 
They are pointed 


by a grindstone, turned, assorted, and 
sent to market m boxes of 100, 


WITHIN se\euty-five miles of Preaoott, 


Arizona, in the vicinity of Fort McDow- 
ell, has been found a large mound, 500 
by 250 feet in extent, with walls of stone 
two feet tlucK surrounding; within and 
down to the depth of ten teet have been 
found some implements of all descrip- 
tions, also utensils of a peculiar material 
painted on the inside with Egyptlan 
characters, ornaments of shell, needles 
of bone, and, in tact, a perfect museum 
ot relics of the age and of a race now ex- 
tinct. 
There were also found tombs 


three tier deep, and, underneath, cisterns 
of water. The walls are made of rock 
iound six miles from the mound. Near 
the quarry are found paintings of beasts 
dt buiden, and a very large animal 10- 
semblmg the mastodon, also several un- 
known figures The bones found in the 
tombs \veie partially destroyed by fire, 
and the walls showed disturbance by 
upheaval. This is probably the most 
important discovery made m Arizona. 


A CEBTAIN 
spider — found 
m 
the 


southern part of Luropa — makes a curi- 
ous cradle to preserve her babies through 
the cold wmttr, so that the spider family 
shall not be exterminated. 
She makes 


a silk case somewhat the shape of a 
balloon upside down, not quite half an 
inch long, and fitted with a dooi or cover, 
which may be opened, though she leaves 
it carefully closed. In this aie placed 
the eggs, from which little spiders Till 
come out in the spring. To protect 
them fiom enemies and the cold the 
anxious mamma makes an outer case of 
exactly the same shape, only about an 
inch long, and of course larger all around, 
also fitted wth a closed door 
Between 


tho two cases the space is stuffed with a 
golden-biown colored silk, which she 
spins herselt, and makes it warm and 
tomfortable inside 
The whole thing IB 


hung to a bush, and left throughout the 
winter

Some of the newspapers of this 


state are already raising the ques- 
tion as to whether the county trea- 
surers and sheriffs now in office are 
eligible for re-election this fall. We 
are of the opinion that they are elig- 
ible without any question whatever. 
In 1874 a law went into effect which 
prohibited sheriffs in counties not 
under township organization from 
being their own successors, and the 
question was decided then that the 
officers elected previous to the passage 
of the act referred to were not dis- 
qualified by it. Tho present law was 
passed in 1881. and the county trea- 
surers and sheriffs now in office were 
elected in 1879 and are, therefore, 
eligible to re-election this fall, the 
term of their offices being four years 
hereafter instead of two years 


Oonarressional Apportionment. 
The democrats are in a state of 


nervous trepidation for fear the legis- 
lature will do injustice to somebody 
in the matter of congressional ap- 
portionment. 
The members of the 


legislature will understand, of course, 
that in such affairs democrats are not 
necessarily good advisers. In 1852, 
when the legislature was strongly 
democratic, the districts were recon- 
structed on the democratic idea. 
The Chicago district took in a shoe 
string line of counties from the lake 
to the Mississippi river, and included 
Bock Island, Whiteside, Lee, DeKalb, 
Kane, DuPage and Cook.

Both these 
distr'cts were democratic, as were all 
the others except the first on the 
presidential vote, but by hard work 
the republicans carried not only the 
first, but the third, fourth and sixth.

It also 
authorizes the executive to enter into 
new treaties with the United States 
and Spanish American Republics of 
the continent, with the view of con- 
ciliating, if possible, all legitimate 
interests concerned in the free transit 
of the Isthmus of Panama, and more 
particularly with regard to the inter- 
oceanic canal enterprise. Article 35 
of the treaty of 1846 is particularly 
condemned as vague and not easy of 
interpretation, and likely to bring 
about discord between the contract- 
ing parties. The resolution, it is 
supposed, is to pave the way for a 
joint guarantee of neutrality between 
the Republics of the New and the 
commercial nations of the Old World 
in behalf of the canal.

The returns of the slave popula- 


tion of the province of Rio Janeiro 
have been made up to the 30th of 
June, 1881. On the 30th of Septem- 
ber, 1873, when the special registra- 
tion closed, there were 301,169 slaves 
in the province, which number was 
increased 
by 
32,423 
afterwards 


brought into the province, increasing 
the total of registrations to 333,592. 
This number, however, had become 
reduced to 270,105 on tho 30th of 
Juno, 1881. by 46,374 deaths and 
11,023 emancipations, the decrease 
in seven and throe-quarter years be- 
ing 57,397. or nearly 21 per cent. Of 
the 270,1 «5, 117,251 were from 10 
to 21 years of age. 143,099 of 21 to 
fill, and 9,815 over 00: 203,037 were 
engaged on farm work.

The Decatur Draymen Demand a Better 


Road and they'll Oflt It. 


There was quite a flurry last evening 


among wholesale and retail merchants 
and railroad agents, when it became 
known that the contracting and other 
draymen had stopped their teams on ac- 
count of the wretched condition of the 
road leading from the Wabash T to the 
freight depot used jointly by the Illinois 
Central and Wabash, St. Louis & Pacific 
railway companies. That small stretch 
of road has always been bad enough in 
wet weather, but it has never been in a 
worse condition than at present Attempts 
have been made repeatedly to have the 
road made solid with cinders or gravel, 
but no attention was paid to the peti- 
tions of the draymen, upon whose activ- 
ity in hauling goods to anil from the de- 
pot our manufacturers and merchants are 
largely dependent in a holiness way. 


Yesterday the draymen united and re- 


fused to haul another load either way 
over the gulf of mud until the apology 
for a road was put in a passable condi- 
tion, and therefore all the draymen are 
idle to-day. 


THE RESULT. 


Last night Agent Harwood, of the Wa- 


bash, and Agent Hovey, of the Central, 
wrote explanatory letters to their respec- 
tive headquarters, both asking for orders 
to put the condemned road in proper 
shape. Favorable answers will probably 
be received this afternoon, and thus the 
matter stands at the present writing. 


It is now expected that the work of put- 


ting the road in proper shape will be 
commenced not later than to-morrow 
morning, and that the railroad compa- 
nies named will stand the whole expense, 
as the impassable stretch of road referred 
to is on their right of way. It will take 
an immense quantity of stone, and gravel, 
and cinders, to put this road in a passa- 
ble condition, and the sooner it is done 
the better it will please notonly the dray- 
men but the business men ns well.

A new kind of car is proposed for the 
reimportation of cattle in a more humane 
way than the present system, and it is 
probable it will be adopted by all the 
nain lines of railroads where there is anj 
considerable shipment of cattle.
